Two  Die  in  Tragedy.  The  most 
tragic  plane  crash  in  this  area 
within  memory  occurred  Sunday 
afternoon  at  4:15  in  the  near-by 
community  of  Dutch  Neck.  The 
pilot.  Norman  H.  Mather,  36,  and 
Richard  A.  Walton,  18-year  old 
member  of  the  Class  of  1952  at 
Princeton  High  School,  were  in- 
stantly killed  when  the  small  Piper 
Cub  m  which  they  were  flying  nose- 
dived into  a  potato  field  from  an 
altitude  of  100  feet. 

The  two  had  gone  aloft  to  dust 
the  land  near  their  homes  with  a 
DDT  solution  to  rid  the  area  of  flies. 
No  specific  cause  for  the  crash 
has  been  given,  the  plane  losing 
altitude  sharply  with  its  motor 
still  running  and  burying  its  nose 
in  the  earth.  The  two  victims  of 
the  accident  died  of  fractured  skulls. 

Numerous  friends  and  relatives 
of  the  men  saw  the  crash  as  they 
were  going  about  their  various 
acth  [ties  on  the  quiet  Sunday  after- 
noon. The  plane  had  been  the  prop- 
erty of  the  late  Alfred  Perrine  of 
the  Princeton-Hightstown  Road,  for 
many      years      a      friend      of      Mr.
